ONTINENTAL ‘COAL,| 
STRIKING CHANGES IN* 
~ EXPORTS. 


" HOLLAND'S’ PROGRESS. 


Interesting features are disclosed 
by the returns which have just been 
issued of the Dutch and’ Belgian 
coal trades during the first two 
months of the present par, : 


In the cage of the Dutch trade 
fresh’ evidence is provided of. the 
consistent progress which is being 
made by what is virtually a new- 
comer in the export markets, .but 
‘nevertheless a powerful factor in 
certain markets. Imports * into 
Holland jn January and February, 
ot 1,406,909 tone, were slightly 
higher than in the corresponding 
Veriod of the previous year. Ar- 
rivals from the United Kingdom 
were reduced ‘by 30,000. tons .to 
904,820 tons, but. there was. an 
advance’ of no less than nearly 
60,000 tons in imports from, Ger- 
many, this country supplying more. 
than: two-thirds . of the entire {m+ 
ports. ‘In the- export trade the 
volume of . shipments rose ‘from 
1,017,048 to 1,131,659, tons, a note-— 
worthy feature being an increase of 
46,000 tons to $24,878 tons in, de- 
liveries to’ Belgium, which continues 
to be Holland's largest market, .The | 
improvement which took place in 
business with France -in: 1927: was, 
well maintained, while there was an 
‘| inerease’ of 62,000 to 84,036 tons in 
‘shipments to Germany. 


In the bunker trade, business 
continues’ to expand, 383,316" ton: 
being supplied. to foreign ships and | 
202,467 tons native “tonnage, as 
against an aggregate timber trade | 
with the first two months of 1927 
of 576,000 tons. | 

The returns of the Belgian coal

Counsel drew his Worship's ate 
tention to two points with regard 
to the ‘printers, (1) the parties he- 
fore ‘the ‘Court; ‘and (2) the! 
penalties which his Worship had 
imposed. 


THE SUMMONSES. 


Dealing with ‘the parties before 
the Court, Mr. Fitzroy said that the 
_ Bummonses were issued against the 

-Chung Fat. Company and that ap- 
. peared on the face of it to be a 

corporation, The Company ap- 

peared in one of the ways which it 
could apperr, and that was through 

a solicitor who said he appeared 

for the Company. 

Mr. Fitzroy then pointed out that 
no evidence “whatever waa given 
with regard to the constitution of | 
the Compuny. So far as his Wor- 
ship knew, and as everybody knew, 
it was, corporation und must be 
dealt with as such, He reminded 
the Magistrate that nt one time 
during the hearing of the case 
questions were asked by his Wor- 
abip as reysrds the constitution of 
tie Company. Mr. Vizroy had not 
heen able to give the necessary in- 
formation, 


His Worship remarked that if it 
had been a corporation it would 
have been styled the “Chung, Pat’ 
Company, Limited.” { 

Mr. Fitzroy replied tht that was’ 
not exsentially so, as the ‘word 

_ “Limited” was only put in to pro- 
vide the liabilily of cach of: the 


‘partners in a firm. 


Continuing, Mr. Fitzroy pointed 
out the fact that his Worship had 
no evidence to show. that the de- 
fendant printers were not a body 
corporate,. “I maiy. be perfectly 
right to sue them as‘a firm, but I 
did not do so!" added Mr, Fitzroy. 
, Counsel contended that-the only

GREEK SENTENCED TO 15 
YEARS IN SHANGHAI. 
There was a stir in the Pro- 

visional Court, on June 29, when 

a sentence of fifteen years’ im- 

prisonment, with loss of all civil 

rights for life. was passed upon 

Theodore Saridis, a Greek, by 

Judge Hsiung and Mr. Van'den 

Berg, Senior Consul’s Deputy, 

when he’ was found guilty on a 

charge that he was concerned 

with another named Elly Widler, 
at about 2.20 p.m. on May 12; on 

Liping-road, in robbing by meang 

of armed violence a Chinese Na- 

tionalist officer of $6,000-and a 

“huchao.” Saridis was also or-' 

dered to return $6,000 to the 

complainant in the case, 

Widler was charged in the 
Swiss Consular Court on the 
same charge, but it was held that 
there was insufficient evidence 
against him and he was released. 

Proceedings were delayed in, 
the Provisional Court on‘ previous 
occasions on account of the non- 
appearance of. Widler in’, the 
Court, although © a warrant ‘was 
isuued. As Widler had left, 
Suonghai, the case was proceeded 
with without his evidence. 

The facts of the case ‘were 
that Widler, Saridis and the Na- 
tionalist officer were proceeding 
to Woosung in a motor car when 
complainant alleged that $6,000 
which he had on his person was 
taken from him by force. Saridis

mary Court, Inst year on a claim by 
them against Messrs. Silva-Netto 
and Co, Hong Kong, for $895.26, 
alleged to be balance of damages 
ascertained on May 19, 1926 to 
have been suffered by plaintiffs .by 
.t breach of contract by the defen- 
danta for the sale of antimony, 

’ Mr. F.C. Jenkin (instructed by 
Mr. L. R. Andrewes) was for the 
appellants-plaintiffs, Mr. CoG. 
Alabaster, K.C. (instructed ‘by Mr.’ 
Leo d’Almada ec Castro) was for 
the defendants-respondents, 

The appeal was heard by. the 
Chief Justice (Sir Henry Gollan) 
and the Puisne’ Judge (Mr. Justice 
Jacks). 


Tons & Units, 


After Mr. Jenkin had opened. in. 
the morning, Mr. Alabaster said 
that his side called four witnesses 
in the Summary Court to prove 
that Silva-Netto’a had supplied 
good merchantable sulphide.

FOURTEEN BALLOONS >~ 
| CAUGHT IN STORM. : 


“STRUCK BY LIGHTNING, 


: “New York, The “most” tragic 
consequences’ attended fhe start of 
elimination bailoon 
race from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
last © month. ‘when - Hghtning 
struck and killed, one of ' the 
contestants ‘in mid-alr, shocked and 
burned. another, while the accom- 
panylng atorm forced two others to 
leap for life, with ‘ fatal results to 
one and severe injuries to the other. 
‘All the fourteen balloons in the 


‘] race except one’ were foreéd down 


by ‘a terrific ‘storm shortly after 
the ‘start. . The exception’ was 
United States Army balloon No. 1, 
which, after batting . with the ele- 
ments for over twelve hours, came 
down at Weems, Virginia, and was 
‘therefore adjudged: winner, of the 
“race,” 

‘The Jast of the -balloona “ had 
barely taken the air when a severe 
storm broke, and the great gas- 
bags were bombarded by hail, sleet; 
and-rain, while lightning played 


about them in.a terrifying manner.’ 


Several of the pilota quickly 
descended’ in.safety, while others 
were forced into treetops or became 
entangled in telephone and electric 
wires, Lieutenant Evert,’ of Vir- 
ginia, piloting an‘ army >dalloon, 
was struck down by lightning and 
killed outright. His assfatant, 
was knocked off 
hie feet, but retained consciousness, 
His ‘first thought, he said, was to 
jump, | but observing that: the en- 
velope was afire he feared that. his 
companion’a body would be burnt, 


‘land decided to try‘to’ bring . the 


ballooon dawn into the. water. He 
was fortunate in landing on the 
river bank, and was rescued by 
spectators, who also’ recovered 
Lieutenant Evert's body from the 
basket, which was unscathed.

Shanghai College, will soon start on — 
a three months’ tour to the un-

Wall from, Kanau in Western Inner 
Mongolia, The journey to his base, 
the city-of Ningala, Kansu, will oc- 
cupy three weeks, and -will be by 
boat to Hankow, thenee by rail via 
Chengchow to Shanchow, Honan; 
from there by motor car to Slanfu 
and to Pingliang, Kansuj; and then

study lies in western Inner Mongo-
